Red Deer, June 3—The stationing 
committee of the Conferenc: has been 


busily at work adjusting districte 
and fields. For the purpose of .ad- 
ministration it was deemed Wis? “to 


create three new districts, these three 
districts to be known as Swift Qur- 
rent, McLeod and Olds. Last: year 
the number of circuits reported wos 
173; this year there are 34 new fields, 


: making the number now 207. Of the

Important Resolutions.

The general conference will be me- 
morialized to authorize the establish- 
ment of a preparatory schoo! at Cal- 
gary under the direction of the 
church amendment to provide for the 
establishment of such a school in the 
southern part of the province was de- 
feated.
